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can be seen at the Ein Fawwar spring 
off the Jerusalem-Jericho road chiat- 
ting in American English, tossing an 
American foothall, wearing Amer- 
ican T-shirts, sneukers and baseball 
hats and drinking Coke at picnics 
with their families. 

They are from Deir Dibwan, εἰ 
Moslem village east of Ramallah 
where at Jeast one member of vir- 
tually every household is living and 
working in the United States. Mayor 
Yusuf Ghannam says about half of 
the village’s population of 7,500 isin 
North and South America, mostly in 
the U.S. 

Men from Deir Dibwan have set 
up businesses in such big cities as 
New York, Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco, as well as in smaller communi- 
ties like Lodi, California and Yaki- 
ma, Washington. They sell clothing, 
groceries, and liquor in their stores, 
drive taxis, or peddle tape recorders, 
jenns andelectrical goods out of vans 
to migrant Mexican workers in 
California. 

The men live most of the year 
abroad, returning to Deir Dibwan 
for a few months to spend time with 
their wives and children. Some take 
their wives with them, and have 
children born and raised in the U.S. 
who look and sound American. 
Many gravitate to the same com- 
munities, living and working near 
each other. 

The money sent back from Amer- 
ica by the men of Deir Dibwan goes 
to support their families and build 
homes, some large and expensive, 
unlike any seen in other West Bank 
villages. The ornate houses, some 
valued at more than half a million 
dollars, dot the hillsides around the 
village and look like small mansions, 
with paved courtyards, landscaped 
gardens and curving driveways. In- 
side are the full range of American 
amenities: washing machines, colour 
televisions, videos, food processors 
and blenders. 

The money also goes to communi- 
ty causes, An association of Deir 
Dibwan expatriates in the U.S., 
which meets annually, has sent back 
funds for schools and needy families 
whose men have died or are in jail. 

The prosperity of Deir Dibwan is 
also evident in its sniall tree-lined 
boulevards, its imposing municipali- 
ty building, and the roads currently 
being constructed throughout the 
village. 

In many respects, Deir Dibwan is 
a world apart in the West Bank. 
During Land Day this week, shops 
were shuttered in nearby Ramallah 
and streets deserted, but it was busi- 
ness as usual in Deir Dibwan. Only 
pupils were on vacation after schools 
closed for three days to mark the 
anniversary.

Last year villagers reported that 
their A ΠῚ passports and tickets 
were being confiscated at the air 
port, and some had been requested 
to deposit lurge sums of money asa 
guarantee that they would not Stay 
beyond the durution of their visitors’ 
permits. The move prompted 
queries from the U.S. consulate in 
Jerusalem. 

Villagers have applied for family 
unification permits, which would 
allow them to become permanent 
residents. Twenty-four permits were 
granted in December by the Civil 
Administration. However the prob- 
lem remains the main sore point in 
the village. “It's the one thing every- 
one here is talking about,” said the 
Man with the cowboy boots. 


DESPITE THE difficulties, the 
movement to the U.S. in quest of a 
livelihood continues. Though villa- 
gers can earn a living locally by 
working in construction, raising 
livestock, farming or running stores, 
many prefer the larger incomes 
available in the U.S. “You can't 
make a living here on three or four 
Jordanian dinars a day," says Sabla. 
“America is the best country.” 
Men in the village coffeeshop say 
the town used to own land all the way 
to Jericho, but half the area was 
taken over by the army for maneuv- 
ers, and besides, there is not enough 
water to cultivate the land. 
Ghannam says the move to the 
U.S. and South American countries 
like Brazil, Venezuela and Nicar- 
agua began at the turn of the century 
as part of a broader trend in the 
Ramallah area. [t all started after 
American Quakers arrived and set 
up institutions in the city. The trend 
has continued since, with sons fol- 
lowing fathers, uncles and brothers 
who had already set up an economic 
base In the U.S. : 
Many village men have had chil- 
dren born in America, but often 
return with them to Deir Dibwan 
when they reach their teens. “People 
don't want their kids to start smok- 
ing, drinking or taking drugs like 
American kids,” says Sabla. 
Sakineh Saed recently returned 
from the U.S. with her husband a 
children, the oldest of whom has 
turned 12. “] want my chikiren to 
know where their roots are,” she 
says. “1 want them to learn their 
language, culture and religion, and 
live here for a few years. After- 
wards, when they grow up, they can 
go where they want.” 

She says the move back was easy 
for her younger children, but more 
difficult for her oldest. “He didn't 
want to come back. He misses Mac- 
donaid's, Santa Claus and Christmas 
andother American favourites. butT 
make the kids doughnuts, pizza an 
hamburgers so they can feel at home 
here. We try to make it as easy 
them as we can.” ἢ 

Life in the United States has x" 
pased villagers to values and fi i 
styles different to those in the vil- 
lage, and though they have tended to 
adopt them abroad, American 
values have penetrated little into 
village life.

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HONORE DAUMIER (1808-79), 
the greatest satirical artist ~ and (he 
most prolific — of all time, was born 
into the empire of Napoleon Bona- 
parte and died just a few years after 
France came of age with thé new 
constitutional laws of the Third Re- 
public. He had lived and worked -- 
with immense courage — through all 
the turmdil of revolution and terror, 
including Establishment terror, that 
had characterized his country's fight 
for free speech and a free press. 
The more than 200 drawings, 
lithographs and bronzes that went on 
show at the Israe] Museum this week 
are part of a travelling exhibit drawn 
from the immense Daumier collec- 
tion of Armand Hammer. Though 
only a small part of the collection 
they offer a panorama of the foibles, 
fads, modes manners, politics and 
prejudices, of 19th century France. 
Born in Marseilles, son of 8 simple 
glazier, the largely self-educated 
Daumiier was a prodigy. In 1830, at 
the age of 22, he began work as 8 
caricaturist for Charles Philipon's La 
Caricature, which had just started off 
with a sheet of savage text (written 
by Balzac under a pseudonym) and 
two foose-leaf colour lithographs. 
‘The latter were held to be even more 
shocking than the texi. Within two 
years, both Philipon and Daumier 


found themselves condemned to six ” 
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months in prison for publishing the 
latter's depiction of King Louis Phil- 
lipe as Gargantua. 

It had anyway been an eventful 
two years. Charles X had suspended 
the liberty of the press and then 
came the July revolution. In 183! 
there were uprisings in Paris and 
Lyon. La Caricature was suppressed 
for good in 1835 but Philipon had 
started up another paper in 1832: La 
Charivari (a progenitor of Punch). 
Charivari means the sort of pots- 
and-pans clangour set up to indicate 
disapproval of someone. An earlier 
derivation also means headache. 
Charivari was certainly a headache 
to the Establishment. Daumier 
moved to Charivari and over the 
next three decades made for it~ and 
similar journals ~ over 4,000 litho- 
graphs of political and social satire. 

The abdication in 1848 of Louis 
Phillipe and the election of Louis 
Napoleon did little to improve mat- 
ters; the following year new Jaws 
were passed restricting the press and 
these were followed by a law against 
universal suffrage. It took the defeat 
of France by Prussia to bring in the 
beginnings of democracy with the 
new constitutional luws passed 
under MacMahon in 1875. 

By then, Charivari had expired 
and Daumier, virtually sightless, had 
fallen on hard times. The man who

had done most to hold up a true 
mirror to French society -- its profes- 
sions, politics, art, literature und the 
theatre, not to mention the foibles of 
the newly-emergent bourgeoisie ~ 
was a pauper.

PRECIOUS, poctry-tuned theatre 
has little puil on audiences in our 
materialistic times, Less, perhaps, in 
Israel than anywhere. More's the 
pity, since ours is a "society that 
stands to benefit more than most 
from the rare, esoteric and exotic in 
dramatic genres. All the more credit 
to the Khan then, for offering a roof 
to Rina Baruch’s first fully-staged 
attempt at the avant garde. Especial- 
ly since her version of Leshonor 
(Sam Sheppard), was, in the opinion 
of many, the best-achieved work in 
the 1985 Acre Festival. Loaded with 
vision and fantasy, it offered an 
intellectual concept in a convention- 
killing treatment that fitted the 
frame of “alternative theatre” more 
than most. 

In the light of that achievement, 
these two one-acters, both by cele- 
brated Irish playwrights, leave much 
to be desired. For here the mystique 
and poetry of two great writers were 
downplayed in favour of a directoral 
display of stage techniques, which, if 
Poetic and precious in their way, 


were so at the expense of clarity and 
meaning. 


SYNGE'S Riders to the Sea, his most 
powerful play, evokes the atmos-

The “sea peoples,” 
the Phoenicians, Greeks, Romans, 
Byzantines and Crusaders who came 
sailing in over the western horizon, 
regarded the sea as ἃ highway of 
communication and developed the 
coastal towns. The “eusterners” - 
the Israelites, the Arabs, Saladin, 
and the Mamluk Baybars — who 
came out of the desert felt mast 
comfortable in their highland strong- 
holds and looked on the coast as a 
hostile frontier.

The ancient mound is still being 
actively excavated, and the remains 
thus far exposed are confusing to the 
untrained eye; but against the back- 
drop of the Carmel ex της 
beauty, the impressive masonry 
edging out from under a blanket of 
spring-green thistles and crimson 
wild flowers easily recalls Dor's 
bygone glory. 


NAPOLEON Bonaparte is n name 
not everyone asociates with Israel. 
Several towns have preserved 
memories of Napoleon's “eastern 
campaign,” some (rue, some 
perhaps apocryphul. At Stella Maris 
in Haifa, a small obelisk remembers 
the French saldiers who died there. 
The monks of St. Peter's in Jaffa 
indicate a medieval room where 
Napoleon is said to have stayed. 
Acre has its “Tel Napoleon," and 
Ramle has its traditions, too. But at 
Dor the direct evidence is tangible. 
In May 1799, Bonaparte's dreams

IT'S A DISPUTE encompassing just 
a few hundred metres of land. Be- 
cause of if, Mustapha Mahmoud Ma- 
jdub’s newborn baby git may spend 
the first months -- perhaps years -- of 
her life in a tin shack exposed to the 
rain and wind while his el-Hawaled 
Beduin tribe and the government 
argue over the location of a new 
settlement for the Beduin clan. 

The struggle over a settlement site 
comes in the wake of the Interior 
Ministry's controversial destruction 
last December of seven illegally-built 
homes on property belonging to the 
el-Hawaleds, 

But the el-Hawaled’s problem is 
not unique, says Amos Gilboa, aide 
to minister in charge of minority 
affairs Moshe Arens. There are

This reporter recently spent a day 
with Gilboa as he negotiated with 
pari of the el-Hawated clan over a site 
where they could rebuild their homes. 
The gruelling ing session, wich 
began at Y am, and finished at 3 
p.m., highlighted the contrasting 
values fhai often spark conflict be- 
tween the Beduin and the stale, For 
the Beduin, traditional land clabns, 
clan ties and feuds are more ραν: 
tant considerations in selecting settle-. 
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iment sites than government zoning 
and land-use plans. 
Here is the account: 


“J LIKE Thursday. Thursday is a 
holy day for the Moslems,” declared 
Abu Ali energetically. Abu Ali, the 
Beduin mayor of nearby Basmat 
Tivon, had accompanied Arab 
Affairs aide Amos Gilboa to the 
homes of the el-Hawaled’s Majdub 
family as aninformal mediator in the 
struggle over their resettlement. 

But while Abu Ali brightly de- 
scribed the fortuitous turn Lhe nego- 
tiations would exaly take, this 
Thursday's beginnings hardly 
seemed auspicious. 

The faces of the four Majdub 
brothers were drawn and gloomy. 
From a window of the cold guest 
quarters, or sfigg, where the men 
crowded, a woman and her children 
could be seen huddiing out of the 
rain in the doorway of another flimsy 
aluminium building, erected tem- 
porarily after the el-Hawaleds’ stone 
and concrete homes were de-" 
‘molighed. : 

Outside, on a hill a few hundred 
metres away from the shigg, joomed 
the construction of a new Jewish 
settlement, Panair. ᾿ τ 

Panair, some government officials 
admitted privately, made it “im- 

ossible” for ‘the el-Hawaleds to 

uild a permanent settlement on 
their land, Although the el- 
Hawaleds held deeds dating back.to 
the Ottoman era, the government 
refused to change the zoning of their 
‘land from agricultural to residential 
~and thus their illegally-built homes 
had been demolished. ΄. ὮΝ 

‘In ἃ speech. full of Beduin-style 
flourish and-.detour, Gilboa got 


down to business. Only a month 
before, Gilboa had promised the 


_ el-Hawaleds that they could create 


their own recognized settlement 
under one condition — that tribe 
members fractured into several 
smaller clans, living at three diffe- 
rent locations, could agree to come 
together at a common site. Ifnot, the 
clan members were to move into the 
already-recognized settlement of the 
area, Gilboa said, 

“Didn't we shake hands over that 
agreement?” Gilboa asked, “We ate 
and drank and everybody was satis- 
fied.” 

But weeks passed and Gilboa 
heard nothing. 

“T asked what's happening,” Gil- 
boa said. “I sent letters. And I 
received a response as though there 
never was an agreement. What hap- 
pened?” Ξ 

Mustapha, ‘the informal spokes- 


man for his brothers, explained: 
“We agreed to investigate the prop- 


osal.” 

And indeed, his part of the clan, 
some 25 families known as the “‘east- 
ern” el-Hawaleds, had sent feelers 
to the “western” el Hawaleds com- 
prising some 40 families living about 
two kilometres away. 

‘But the westerners were not in- 


terested in living with the easterners," 


Mustapha said. “Their origins are 
not Hawaled," Mustapha declared 


. of the western sector. 


Yet the eastern el-Hawaled bloc 
was determined to stay together and 
not mix with unfamiliar Beduin clans. 


—a supreme value of Beduin society. 
. from the days when a man might 


merely pack up his tent-and distance 


himself from an unpleasant neigh-- 


bour. ste get 
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“We speak in the name of every- 
one. We live like a family. We want 
to be settled in a single centralized 
place,” pleaded Mustapha. 

Yet refusing to move at all also 
carried a price, conceded Mustapha, 
referring to the demolished homes 
and temporary living quarters. “It 
hurts me,” he said. “Our children 
and our ald people pay. 

“We are willing to give up a lot. 
But the government still hasn't met 
us half-way,” said Mustapha. 

Then he issued his proposal, one 
that would resurface repeatedly 


“throughout the day. West of the 


Majdub brothers’ current homes and 
the new villas of Panair was a recog- 
nized Beduin enclave ~ Ras Ali. On 
Ras Ali's fringes -- ἃ few hundred 
metres from Panair -- was enough 
government land for 32 house lots. 
And the el-Hawaied’s eastern bloc 
was willing to settle there, said Mus- 
tapha. 

“Our children study together with 
the children of Ras Ali. We work 
together,” he said. “So.give us that. 
A week ago my daughter was bom. 
Give her a roof to live under. I don't 
want to tell you the hurt in my heart. 
My house is destroyed. What hurts is 
the children. 1 would be willing to lie 
in any place if it wasn’t for them.” 

Or, Mustapha had another prop- 
osal. to stay where they were, on the 
land legally owned by them. Yes 


- maybe it was land zoned for agricul- 


ture. But wasn’t-2 new Jewish settle- 
meht of villas, Panair, going up afew 
hundred metres away? The el- 
Hawaleds could hook directly into 
the new Jewish settlement’s water 
and electricity, Mustapha said, and 
thus remain. the 

But these two Beduin solutions 


posed problems for the Jewish offi- 
cials. 
‘The fand near Ras Ali was not 
formally part of the Beduin settle- 
ment. {ucorporating it into Res Ali 
coud tnke years, Gilboa srid. Over 
and over during the day, Gilboa 
described the elaborate bureaucracy 
that would have to approve such ἃ 
proposal — including the Housing 
Ministry, the Israel Lands Admiais- 
tration, the Interior Ministry. Te 
gional and local commiltecs. 
Instead, Gilhon wanted the Ma- 
jdub brothers and the eastern wing 
of the el-Hawaled clan to move {0 
another recognized nearby. Beduin 
setiiement to the seutheast — Ab 
Khilf. There, were some 40 emply 
house tots, already prepared with 
hookups for water and electricity. 
“You cun goto a settlement where 
it is possible to live like human 
beings -- where there is water af 
electricity. That is in Khilf, Gilboa 
said. . 
“We can build a special road into. 
Khilf just for the el-Hawaled. Al 
you will have your own “Kiryat 
Hawaled,” your own neighbor 
hood.” he added acknowledging (™ 
tribe’s desire to preserve their aad 
ty. “Tomorrow, if you say the word, 
we can start building.” 
There even were several ert 
the tribe could locate in Khilf, O° 
boa added — at its northern tip, or" 
two enclaves on the eastern edge 
the settlement, straddling the ral 
that ran through the wadi near} al 
Tzippori. 
Hearing Gilboa’s proposals. Abu 
Ali rose in great excitement 
pointed out of the window. ‘ 
“You're willing to give the εἰ 
Hawaleds that land?” he asked- 
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We're nel willing to go there,” 
responded Mustapha dourly. Bul 
the el-Hawatled brothers had a coun 
tt awaled proposals all 
shared ἃ simikir problem, retorted 
Gilboa after hearing the latest offer.

The volume of the debate rose. 
When the shige could no longer 
contain the dispute, the Beduin and 
goverament officials burst out of the 
hut into the ruin to investigate the 
sites firsthand. Tramping up und 
down muddy cliffs of stune, the 
argument continued. 

Better to wail years for the 
groundwork of τι new seltiement to 
be laid than τὸ live with a Beduin 
tribe the el-Hawaleds did not really 
know, Mustapha declared. Mean- 
while, his clan would move in with 
neighbours, who would accept them 
under rules of Beduin hospitality. 
“Two years, three years, five, 10 
rs, I’m willing to watt. 
iapha declared facing Gilbou in a 
direct challenge. 

After an endless back-and-forth 
the two sides remained stalemated -- 
agreeing only thal it was time for a 
lunch break. 


TWO HOURS later, they met again 
at Abu Ali's municipal offices in 
nearby Basinat Tivon. 

The sun hud broken through the 
sky, and Gilboa had been regaled 
Beduin-style by Abu Ali and Bir 
el-Maksour’s mukhtar, Ibrahim 
Ghadir, at an Arab restaurant in a 
nearby valley. There had been 
dozens of dishes of salad and fresh- 
fried fish; innumerable toasts of

friendship and loyalty between the 
Beduin ind tiie, tales of the past - 
Turkish troops and wars, intrigue 
and love staries. 

For a few hour, the problems af 
the el-[fawaled chin had dis- 
appeared. Ln fact, the four Majdub 
brothers had disappeared as well. 
apparently revesting to their homes 
to cat rather than join the officials in 
the feast. 

Now altogether again, Gilboa 
addressed the el-Huawaled: “Soon if 
will be Pessuh - the time when the 
Jews left Egypt from slavery to free- 
dom and EF hope it will be (he same 
for you,” Gilbua began, referring to 
their current plight of homelessness. 

Sluwly and deliberately, he repe- 
ated the three proposals the Beduin 
had put forward and said, “The 
chances (of their being accepted) are 
one-half of one per cent. But T want 
to be fair. T will check inte each one 
of them and give you an answer τ 
with reasons.” 

“The Beduin have received a third 
of what the Druse and Circassians 
get,” Mustaphi interjected. "We've 
been neglected.” 

His cry was greeted with protests 
from Gilboa’s aide and occasional 
translator, Moti Mashiah, the north- 
ern district liaison to the Arab 
Affairs office and a veteran in the 
region. 

“Come on Mustapha, to say that 
the Beduin «re neglected..." ob- 
jecled Mashiuh. “Come toa moshay 
and see the Jews screaming to the 
sky hecause the bank ate their cars, 
their homes und they are left with 
clothes on their back. Come with me 
to the Druse. 

“There's a lot to do. But you can’t 
say we haven't done anything.” 

Nor had the Beduin complained 
publicly of government mistreat- 
ment Mustapha retorted. 

“Many people come and want to 
help,” Mustapha said. “They want 
to make a headline. But did we ever 

0 into politics?”

‘THEN GHADIR, the mukhtar of 
Bir ¢l-Maksour, who had main- 
tained’ a distinguished silence 
all day, began a lengthy speech. 

He recalled the long process of 
conventrition and settlement that 
the Beduin of the north had under- 
pone — along with the benefits and 
difficulties. 

"L was the first one to bring the 
Beduin across the road to advance- 
ment with the state," Ghadir said 
proudly. 

“,..Eighty-five per cent of the Be- 
duin (in the north) have solved their 
problems. They have water, tele- 
phones, electricity. That's progress 
and we cun't say the state of Israel 
didn't do something." 

The sun sank lower into the sky, 
the haze of chuin-smoked cigarettes 
thickened even more in the room as 
Ghadir outlined the histury of the

Mustapha sighed in frustration: 
“We're back at the beginning. And 
this was all a waste of lime. 

“We haven't made any real prug- 
ress.

Gilbon repeated: “Listen to these 
words, Next time IE come, IH put all 
the proposals you gave me on the 
table, with reasons why they are or 
are not feasible -- and may it be the 
best for all of us.” 

Added Mustapha, “Despite our 
heavy pain, we have the feeling we 
are negotiating, not with people who 
have their own interests in mind, but 
who want to solve the problem. 
We'll continue on our path. Our 
hearts are open to you. We'll con- 
tinue to work for a solution of the 
problem with God’s help." a

The joy of painting

ETT! LEV shows very large, power- 
ful action-paintings in full colour. 
Three diptychs and three vertical 
rectangular canvases ure packed 
solid with “gale force” surface 
movements, bustling shapes of 
charged pigment and sunbursts of 
uncontrolled brush strokes spirited 
to opposite ends of the canvas. Lev's 
vertical formats, infused with vari- 
able, push and pull qualities of 
Nikel, Tworkov and Hoffmann, are 
pitched battles between warm and 
cool, as hot orange and vermilion 
hues border ceruleans and pale tur- 
quoise, fighting each other for spa- 
tial supremacy without destroying 
underlying painterly and chromatic 
harmonies. White edges help con- 
tain swivelling shapes and ultra- 
aggressive thrusts within a given 
field, forcing the non-objective im- 
agery to jump off the wall and engulf 
the viewer frontally. Lev's palette 
goes muddy on occasion, but there is 
a joy of puinting here not often seen. 
As much as Lev is an extroverted 
painter, her gallery mate, Moshe 
Glvati paints like an introvert, de- 
spite his choice of the larger-than- 
life scale. Givati's panels are less 
conventional than Lev's in their 
compositions and content, and sur- 
prisingly, also less interesting. Emp- 
ty areas define amorphous shapes 
that mirror grotesque human and 
animal subjects. Value scales of 
pinks, browns and muted reds 
emphusize the viscernl associations 
even more than the drawn subjects 
which are often refined to the point 
ofabstraction. Till April 19. (Artists 
Pavilion, 9 Alharizi, Tel Aviv.) 


ZE'EV KRISHER'S sculptural in- 
stallation contains several truncated 
telephone poles topped with abor- 
iginal masks manufactured from the 
amalgamation of charred and carved 
wood, steel hands rusted to a chalky 
reddish brown, broad headed spikes 
and a solid, wind-swept, helmet 
formed from poured metal. The lat- 
ter element, with a light patina of 
naill-sharp quill endings, provide the 
totemic environment with a tribal 
spirit that casts shadows on contem- 
porary society, while the composi- 
tional group dynamics infuse the 
entire experience with pseudo- 
magical powers. Although one re- 
sponds to a definite presence in the 
gallery, Krisher has entered into a 
copying pracess. borrowing directly 
from, primitive forms rather than 
attempting to modify them into his 
own original creativity. - : 

At the same venue, Dov Or-Ner’s 
black and white “Drawings for War 
Sculptures” are masterfully imagina- 
tive and intellectually intriguing. His 
ink renderings flow with definitive, 
strokes that slide belween descrip 
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tive sketching and pure abstract 
brushing. But beyond his ideas, the 
basic quality of the drawing — recent- 
ly drawn large sheets more than the 
mechanically drafted smaller ones - 
are impregnated with talent and in- 
dustry on several levels. Till April

AARON ALKALAI'S views of 
Rome, painted during the past de- 
cade, range from fauvist-coloured, 
expressively illustrated drawings of 
famous fountains, to dull gray 
closeups of ancient ruins; and to 
whispy descriptions of tree-lined 
boulevards a la frivolous Dufy. The 
variety of styles and techniques, in 
relation to the quantity of paintings 
being shown, indicate an exhibit 
organized without selection by artist 
or curator. The entire effort becom- 
es an exercise in “packing” the walls. 

_Alkalai’s most glaring problem is 
his failure to exhibit some indication 
of his relationship and love for the 
Eternal City. He has only managed 
to describe places and hint at seasons 
without imbuing the stones, foliage 
and skies with a personal statement 
meaningful to himself and artistical- 
ly exciting for the onlooker. Till 
April 22.(Mishkenot La‘Omanut, 31 
Hartzfeld, Holon).

SHULAMIT YISRAELI, a mem- 


- ber of Kfar Giladi since 1945, began 


Today, seven 
years later, in her first one-person 
show, Yisraeli exhibits several pas- 
toral landscapes in oil pastel techni- 
que and a handful of watercolour 
still life. Atmospheric views of long 
valieys and soft hills are dotted with 


lazy livestock, interspersed by 
clumps of green shrubs or lone trees. 
Yisraeli's uni-chrome fields of 
- ochre, green and umber are striated 
bya myriad of smaller coloured 
“pins” that help lighten up the reti- 
cent backgrounds. Compositions are 
based_ on, the oriental concept of 


receding space, an illusion achieved 
by overlapping planes that begin at 
the bottom edge of the painting and 
move towards the top edge (upward 
and backward)altering proportion 
and scale of subjects on the way up. 
Yisraeli's still lifes are transparent 
and fragile as her wet-on-wet techni- 
que veils the forms in ultra-delicate 
skins.

USING THINLY cut strips of soft 
leather and macrame, Rebecca 
Moyal weaves large, thoroughly ab- 
stract wall hangings. Moyal cuts her 
designs in two, creating sharply con- 
trasting shapes of black versus white, 
with added threads of violet and 
ochre that soflen the solid “wall” 
with a textural low relief quality that 
both reflects and refracts light. But 
Moyal's works are ordinary for the 
craft.

CHANA ZAIDENBERG'S ex- 
pressionist acrylic and oil pastel 
paintings on paper are variations on 
a single theme: associative land- 
scapes in which a lone person, seen 
or imagined, wanders aimlessly 
amongst night black voids highlight- 
ed by theatrically lit rubbfe-filled 
tenements and decaying alleways.

One is 
Villeroy & Boch, the other ‘Pail. 
Both are somewhat pricey τ though 
not beyond the reach of middle-class 

thooks. 

There was obviously a gap in my 
cultural education, since | was ul- 
familiar with the fine porcelain of 
Villeroy & Boch of Luxembuttrg, 
whose china is comparable to that of 
Rosenthal and Arzberg of Germany, 
or Wedgwood of England. Its import 
to Israel was launched by Dekel of 
Ramat Gan graced in the presence of 
Baron Antoine de Schoriemer, a 
scion of one of the families that 
founded the firm back in 1748. 

Most V & B dinne1 ware is labelled 
“yitro-porcelaine,"” indicating its 
glass-like qualities of hardness and 
smoothness. As a sign of the times, 
many of its patterns are marked 
“dishwasher-safe.” This means that 
the firm gives a lifetime guarantee 
that these designs and colours will 
not fade from dishwasher cleaning. 
The few patterns not marked for 
dishwashers might lose the shine of 
their gold trim or other bright col- 
ouring if machine-washed, Baron de 
Schorlemer explained to me. 

This firm is hardly unique in offer- 
ing fine dishes which can withstand 
dishwashers ~ and also microwaves. 
Most porcelain dishes can he micro- 
waved, but it is advisable to ask 
about each individual pattern. The 
company catalogues give this in- 
formation, ifit is not specified on the 
dishes themselves. 

Most Villeroy & Boch patterns 
tend to be traditional ones, such as 
delicate flowers on a while back- 
ground. But some are surprisingly 
modern, including a Mexican de- 
sign, and one based on turn-of-the- 
century lithographs. Neither of these 
dishwasher-safe, bul a very popu- 
lor pattern that is, is called “Naif.” 
and looks as if it were painted by 
Grandma Moses, though the artist is 
acontemporary I‘renchman. 


DEKEL claims that a coffee oF din- 
her service from V ἃ B will be 
considerably cheaper than compara- 
ble patterns by Rosenthal or 
Arzberg, and may even cost less than 
porcelain of similar design’ from the 
local manufacturer Na’aman. Com- 
paring prices of dishes is ἃ tricky 
Matter, since some shops sell their 
wares as complete services, others as 
9pen stock from which one can make 
Up sets at will. 

For purposes of this article, I shall 
base all my comparisons on a five- 
Piece place setting for six -- compris- 
ing a first-course plate, soup plate. 
Ginner plate and cup and saucer. 

Serving dishes would be extra, of 
course. 

_ Dekel say that such a dinner ser- 
vice of 30 pieces would range from 
NIS 200 to NIS 300 in the porcelain 
patterns, and run to NIS 400 or more 
in borie china. 

V & B is available as open stock. 
and most of its patterns are guaran- 
teed to remain in production until at 
least 1995, to facilitate udditions or 
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replacements. This tableware is 


available at better houseware and 
giftware shops, but not at chain 
stures. ‘The importer can be con- 
tacted at 03-75 10450. 


FOR TASTES which run to casual 
elegance rather than traditional, a 
very dramatic new line of dinner- 
ware has just been introduced exclu- 
sively here at the Tollman's shops in 
Tel Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa. It is 
an Italian-Amerienn-Japanese  tri- 
production, and the brandname is 
Taitu. 

This is high-quality porcelain, 
mainly in bright colours and modern 
designs, and a five-piece setting for 
six runs in the NES 300-NIS 550 
range. (The lower figure is for all- 
white: the colours start at NIS 400.) 

The company is American, the 
manufacturer Japanese and the de- 
signer an Italian, Emilio Bergamin. 
His dinnerware designs were consi- 
dered so impressive that one of his 
patterns, Intermezzo (half black, 
half white, divided right down the 
centre of the plate), is on permanent 
display at the New York Muscum of 
Madern Art. 

Originally, Bergamin's products 
were custom-made for the jet-set 
(including Jackie Onassis), until 
Dallas businessman Keith Smith de- 
cided to find a Japanese factory 
capable of mass-producing the Taitu 
colours and designs. The name Faitu 
comes from an Ethiopian queen, 
Haile Selassie's grandmother, who 
was notorious for demanding the 
highest-quality gifts from Europe. 
‘Today, Taitu dinnerware Is sold at 
America’s most prestigious stores — 
‘Tiffany's, Bergdorf-Goodman and 
Nieman-Marcus, and also at Christ- 
ofle in Paris. The Israeli prices arc 
said to be only [0 per cent higher 
than in U.S, stores, because the duty 
here on porcelain is relatively low. 

Taitu claims to be unique in 
achieving a “true red” for porcelain 
dinnerware. Some colour glazes, 
especially the bright ones, are prab- 
lematic in terms of lead or cadmium 
content, which can be dangerous in 
contact with certain foodstuffs. 
Taitu, however, meets strict safety 
standards on this score in both the 
U.S. and in Israel, I was assured by 
the firm's spokesmen. 

All Taitu pieces arc sold as open 
stock, the idea being to mix, and 
match colours and patterns with 
each other—and with dishes a house- 
hold already happens to own. There 
are a dozen basic colours, based on 
hues in ancient Chinese Ming vases, 
which recur both in the solid- 
coloured pieces and in the patterned 
ones. ‘ 

The most dramatic table-setting 
results are achieved by using what 
are known as‘'service plates. These 
are extra-large pieces, 31 cm. im 
diameter, whose function Is mainly 
decorative. For a formal dinner, we 
were told, the table is laid with the 
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service plate, which remains during 
the first and soup courses, is τὸς 
moved during the main course, and 
returned under the dessert plate. 

Service plates, of course, will add 
considerably to the cost of a sct- and 
they are too big to fit into must 
dishwashers, (All Taitu tableware is 
dishwasher-safe and microwave- 
safe, except the most dramatic, gold- 
trimmed matt black service plate 
called “San Marco.”) 

In the U.S., the best-selling colour 
in Taitu dishes is solid black - be- 
cause this is so unusual. Another 
innovative design, The Ducks, has a 
flock of swimming ducks etched on 
the underside of the plates as well as 
on top. If placed on mirrored place- 
mates, this gives an effect of ducks 
swimming in water. 

Tollman’sin Tel Aviv is situated at 
12 Kikar Hamedina, in Jerusalem at 

‘ 2 Rehov Hasoreg, and the newly- 
opened Haifa branch is at 12 Rehov 
Moriah. 


SINCE THE tendency here is to 
‘compare all fine porcelain with 
Rosenthal, I paid a visit to the im- 
porting company, ‘which is called 
Tabletop Collections. Its main show- 
room is at 22 Kikar Hamedina, 
almost opposite the circle from Toll- 
man's and from Danish Plus, which 
features Arzberg porcelain. 

The family firm managed by 
Yonathan Levy has supplied Rosen- 
thal to Israeli hotels and restaurants 
for 15 years, and for the past four 
years has heen the official import 
agency for the general public. 
Apari from the main showreom, 
Rosenthal porcelain is found at bet- 
ter housewares shops, and at a spe- 
cial chain called “Domestica,” with 
branches in Dizengoff Centre, Ca- 
nyon Ayalon, Ramat Hasharon and 
Mercas Panorama in Haifa. There is 
also a duty-free shop for tourists in 
the Tel Aviv Hilton. ᾿ 

Rosenthal porcelain comes in 
three distinct lines — with distinct 
price ranges. The least expensive, 
so-called “young” line, is Thomas — 
a typical design in solid white with 8 
simple gold border. A five-piece 
setting for six would come to about 
NIS 300. Everything in the Thomas 
line is dishwasher and microwave 
safe. In the more expensive lines, 
one must check the catalogue for 
each pattern. =~ 

Some 5U Rosenthal patterns arc 
kept in regular stock in Israel, the 
importer told me. but any of the 500 
patterns in the catalogue can be 

- ordered. A special order will take 
two to three months to arrive. 


THEMIDDLE-RANGE Rosenthal 
line is Classic Rose, and this includes 
all the firm’s pre-World War I de- 
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signs. A typical Classic Rose design 
will run close to NIS 600 for a 
3-picce dinner service as itemized 
earlier. A highly ornate, cobalt blue 
pattern with gold trim in Classic 
Rose has suddenly returned to 
fashion here, the importer reports. 

Housewares shops generally sell 
Rosenthal porcelain in sets, but 
open stock is available from the main 
showroom or the Domestica chain. 

‘The top-priced category of Rosen- 
thal is its “Studio-linie,” and this is 
sold in Israel only at the main Tel 
Aviv showroom and at the Hilton 
duty-free shop. A service for six in 
the Studio-linie starts from nearly 
NIS 700. The top-priced design 
available in Israel would run to NTS 
4,600 for a 56-piece dinner service 
for 12 persons, including serving 
dishes. ᾿ 

The Studio-linie includes some 
breathtakingly beautiful delicate 
porcelain that is translucent when 
held to the light -- but it also includes 
some surprisingly modern designs, 
with names such as ‘New Wave" and 
“Mars Landing,” which are reminis- 
cent of television test-patterns. 

Yonathan Levy explained to me 
one of the essential factors in deter- 
mining whether or not dishes are 
dishwasher-safe (spielmaschenfiéstin 
German). It is a question of how the 
trim is put on. Gold is often an 
over-glaze, and hence is not pro- 
tected against fading in machine- 
washing. But if the gold (or other 
fancy design) is an “in-glaze,” as in 
the Thomas line, it is adequately 
protected from the very hot water 
and the vigorous sudsing of mac! hine- 
washing. 

“Most customers today ask about 
dishwashers and microwaves,"’ said 
Levy, adding that most purchasers of 
Rosenthal buy dinner services for 12 
people. 


YOU DON'T have to buy imports, 
of course, to have good quality 
porcelain dishes. The local Koor 
enterprise, Na‘aman, makes porce- 
lain dinnerware, while its sister com- 
pany, Lapid, makes the heavier 
stoneware,..which is oven-proof. 
Na'aman makes nothing to compare 
with Europe's finest porcelain, of 
course, but then the prices are no- 
thing like the same, either. My main 
reservation about Na'aman and 
Lapid, however, is not their quality, 
which is certainly acceptable, but the 
inevitable limitation of patterns in a 
small country with a limited market. 

Still, because Na’aman and Lapid 
are local companies, one has the 
opportunity to buy its products at 
discount prices at the companies” 
direct outlet shops and at chain 
stores such as Shekem and Hamash- 
bir, which give regular or special 
pre-holiday discounts. Another 
advantage, especially if one is look- 
ing for dishes just for Pessah, is that 
very cheap Grade B merchandise is 


ble at the outlet shops around 
the country. 

In Jaffa, for instance, at 6 Reliov 
Eilat (which is the continuation of 
Derech Yafo-Tel Aviv), there ure 
two side-by-side shops for Na‘aman- 
Lapid wares - une for Grade A. the 
other for Grade B. 

If you're lucky enough to find a 
pattern you like. you may be able to 
compose an iB-pivce set of Grade-B 
dishes with ouly slight colour defeels 
for less than NUS 50. Other entire 
sets are on special pre-holiday sale. 

These shups ure just opposite the 
Lapid factory, at 1! Rehov Eilat, 
where one can tour the production 
fine on weekday masnings, by 
arrangement (el. 03-652765). The 
same number should alsa be able to 
give you addresses of Navaman- 
Lapid direct outlets elsewhere in the 
country. The chain of Class shaps 
also belongs to Kour and therefore 
carries 4 good selection of Nu’aman- 
μαρία praduets. 


ON THE cleaning materials front, 
Chimgat 2000 of Holon hits come out 
with τ series of six household cleun- 
ers in liquid form, and another four 
us acrosols -- all with the Kesher for 
Pessah emblem of the Belz rabbinic- 
al court. Most of these are simply 
colourful new containers and new 
scents for previously existing Formu- 
las of Chimgat 2000—a veteran firm 
in the field of cleaning agents and 
pesticides. One of the less common 
products is D-Stain - an aerosol said 
to remove spots of ink, grease or tar 
from any dry Fabric, of natural or 
synthetic fibre, before it is put into 
the washing machine, These house- 
hold cleaners range in price from 
about NIS 2.50 (ὁ NIS 5.50 and the 
chain stores have a gift offer and 
raffle for customers buying three of a 
kind. 


Necca of Petah Tikva has come - 


oul with a.new-formula all-purpose 
cleaning liquid called Dynamic, 
which — fram my limited kitchen 
experiments — may be the answer to 
what I have been seeking ever since 
the imported Swipe wonder-cleaner 
disappeared from our market 
shelves. Dynamic claims to “'discon- 
nect dirt.from surfaces” without a 
need for vigorous scrubbing. | tried 
it, undiluted, on greasy kitchen tiles 
and found it worked quite well. The 
red plastic bottles, labelled in Heb- 


τον only, come in one-and two-litre _ 


sizes, at NIS 3.50 and NIS 5.40 
respectively.’ 

At long last, there is a local liquid 
detergent for washing machines. Itis 
called Top and is made by Tasbin of 
Haifa. The advantage over powder is 
that there is no prablem of dissolv- 
ing, even in cold-water wash. Tt can 
also be used for hand laundering. A 
litre bottle priced at NIS 7.22 is suid 
to suffice for 25 machine-loads. 

Bonus by Shemen is another new 
laundry detergent in powder form. 
but with the addition of fabric 
softener. Every user will have to 
decide for herself, however, if the 
amount of built-in softener is really 
sufficient to eliminate the need for a 
separate softener. In my single test 
on cotton-jersey underwear, I didn’t 
find the results soft enough. The list 
price is NIS 15.30 for a three-kilo 
box, for 40 washings. 


CAUTION: The suggestion in last 
week's column that boric acid pow- 
der might be used against household 
cockroaches should be disregarded. 
Readers may already. have seen the 
letter from the chief pharmacist of 
Poriya Hospital in Tiberias, Aryeh 
Gaidemak, warning that boric acid, 
if ingested, canbe fata! to humans.

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IS THE Jerusalem International 
Book Fair really a place to do busi- 
ness? 

“You don't expect anyone to ex- 
press an opinion for publication be- 
fore the fair, do you?" asked a 
veteran agent who buys and sells 
foreign and domestic publication 
rights. 

Well, 1 guess I don't. 

But the question about the com- 
mercial significance of the Jerusalem 
fair comes up every twa years, and in 
between, and is politely but firmly 
answered by Zev Birger, chairman 
and managing director of the fair. It 
can only justify its existence if it is 
commercial, he says, but the Jeru- 
salem fair has 4 “distinct cultural 
aspect” which is equally important. 

This year's fair, the 13th, will be 
held at Binyenei Ha'uma from April 
ὁ to 12. According to the officiul 
figures, about 1,000 publishers from 
40 countries are expected. Birger 
says that every centimetre of the 
main floor and the upstairs lobby will 
be filled with stands ~ “even under 
the stairs.” The visitor to his office is 
not ullowed to Jenve without at Jeast 
aglance at the brimming floor plan. 

Sceptics say that the figure of 
1.000 publishers is generous; Birger 
acknowledges that there are always 
last-minute changes — but these in- 
clude unexpected arrivals as well as 
cancellations, 

What counts, for commercial pur- 
poses, is not only the number, but 
also the “rank” of those who come: 
preferably not too high and not too 
Jow in the company echclons. “In 
the past,” says Birger, “it was often 
the heads of houses that came — fora 
social and cultural event.” Or, many 
houses would just have alocal repre- 
sentative show their wares, This 
time, he promises, there are ‘more 
and more people who are empo- 
wered to make deals,”” 

At the coming fair, for the second 
time, the organizers ase ensuring 
that some of the right people get 
here by inviting a delegation of 
hak ish editors -- 18 editorial fel- 
lows from the U.S., Germany, Italy, 
France and Holland. The fair hosts 
them in Jerusalem, but doesn’t cover 
the air fare. Birger says that most of 
the editorial fellows who came two 
years ago made deals. 

Which is not to say that some book 
fair deals wouldn't have been con- 
cluded otherwise, elsewhere. Many, 
In fact, are continuations of contacts 
made at the big annual Frankfurt fair 
in the fall. But there's nothing like a 
brisk spring moming in the Jeru- 
salem hills toclear the head and calm 
the spirits. And nothing like a round

of parties each night to dim the brain 
and take the edge off bargaining. 
According to Birger, when he asks 
publishers what they look for in 
Jerusalem, they say they want a fair 
that's “big enough to be commer- 
cia! and small enough to be human.”

Everyone acknowledges that the 
Frankfurt fair is the most important, 
commercially — but also that the pace 
there is killing: a clockwork succes- 
sion of quick meetings to fit every- 
one in. The fair that ranks second 
commercially is generally consi- 
dered to be the American Booksel- 
lers Association event, held in diffe- 
rent cities of the U.S. “1 don’t think 
Jerusalem has to compete with 
Frankfurt or the ABA," says Zev 
Birger. Each fair has its own charac- 
ter, including the Bologna Fair, de- 
vated to children's books. “The 
ABA and Frankdiurt each have more 
children's books than the Bologna 
fair," he adds. “But that doesn’t 
make Bologna any less important.” 


THE OLDEST cultural element in 
the Jerusalem fair, dating from 1963, 
is the Jerusalem Prize, awarded to a 
writer whose work expresses “the 
freedom of the individual in socie-

ty.” The first recipient was Bertrand 
Russell. Others have been Max 
Frisch, Eugene lonesco, Simone de 
Beauvoir, Sir Isaiah Berlin. The last 
one went to Milan Kundera, the 
Czech exile who lives in Paris, and 
this year it goes .to J. M. Coetzee of 
South Africa, chosen by a panel 
comprised of Prof. Shlomo Ayineri. 
writer Amos Elon and poet Yehuda 
Amichai. 

Coetzee's Waiting for the Barba- 
rians, the jury notes, depicts “an 
imaginary country living under what 
it assumes to be aconstant threat of a 
barbarian invasion, In the course of 
defending itself against this threat, 
the country brutalizes the lives of its 
own inhabitants and becomes itself 
an epitome of barbarism..." 

What they stress regarding The 
Life and Times of Michael K.,a book 
about a “slow-witted Cape coloured, 
totally apolitical,” at a time of poli- 
tical and racial clashes, is that unlike 
his predecessor, Kafka’s Joseph K., 
the protagonist is “endowed with 
moral choice and a basic human 
goodness even in the midst of what is 
8 totally Kafkaesque situation... He 
is a moral agent, possessing the qual- 
ity of choice, and hence of free- 
dom.” 

The jury concludes: “We honour 
(Coetzee) as a true defender of free- 
dom and as an example to us all." 

The Jerusalem Prize is not only a

prestigious award to (se bir) foreyn 
writers but a stiutement of what Jeru- 
salem would like to symbolize in 
itself. In chscussing the spe 
al aspect of the fii 5: 
“The name "Ἰ για ον obliges.

AMONG THE events planned for 
this year: New York's Aspen [nsti- 
tute for Humanistic Studies, which 
has participated in the last two fairs, 
is presenting a forum on translation, 
“The Future for Publishing Acruss 
Language Frontiers,” with sessions 
scheduled for April 7,8 and 9. 

Lord Bullock of St. Catherine's 
College, Oxford, will give the 
keynote address and amony the par- 
ticipants - publishers, editors, wri- 
ters, translators - will be William 
Weaver, Amos Oz and Hillel Hal- 
kin. Earlier Aspen symposia in Jeru- 
salem were devoted to books in the 
electronic era and economic versus 
literary considerations in publishing. 

According to Zev Birger, the 
forum this time will aim for “practic- 
al guidelines” regarding the promwo- 
tion, execution and distribution of 
translations, and ways to reduce the 
fiterary insularity of many societies. 

Also coinciding with the fair this 
year is the Third International Sym- 
posium on Encouraging Reading, 
which will be held at the Hilton 
Hotel, adjacent to Binyenci 
Ha’uma. One of its sessions will be 
devoted to the problem of moving 
from a pre-literate to a liternte cul- 
ture -- with some findings regarding 
the reading preferences and prob- 
lems of Ethiopian children recently

The facts of Sutzkever's life a 

well known. They coniprise h 


years in Siberia. his meteoric rise as 


the must gifted poet of “Young Vil- 
na,” the kist Yiddish: literary move- 
ment before the Holocaust, his ghet- 
to travails and his flight to the parti- 
sans. This was followed by his em- 
nce in Moscow and appearance 
at the Nuremberg Trials as the 
pan of the silenced millions 
and the humiliated survivors, and his 
creative decades in Israel as the 
symbolic representative of Yiddish 
cultural elite. 

In November 1985, a conference 
of American and Soviet writers took 

in Vilna, in which the Amer- 
ican Jewish dramatist Arthur Miller 
and the American Jewish poet Allen 
Ginsberg played a prominent role. 
In this city, once famed as the Jeru- 
salem of Lithuania and now almost 
denuded of Jews, Ginsberg began 
his talk on “Solitude Entering the 
Public Arena’ with a reading of 
Sutzkever's Yiddish poem “Longing 
Seizes Me To Pray.” 

In this three-stanza lyric, written 
in an hour of despair 43 years earlier 
when the young poet was locked up 
inthe Vilna ghetto, Sutzkever voices 
his longing to pray but does not 
know to whom. The heavenly power 
that once comforted him will not 
hear him now. The stars on high are 
so distant that his prayer cannot 
reach them. Yet pray he must - even 
ifal that escapes his lips is babbling. 

In the same year of 1985, Sutzkev- 
er was recognized, as the most 
talented living lyricist and awarded 
the prestigious prize for Yiddish 
literature established in Isracl by 
Golda Meir when she was Israel's 
prime minister. 

Wolpe, a distinguished South 
African literary critic, is not the first 
tointerpret and evaluate Sutzkever's 
poetry. This volume was preceded

by other major studies, of which the 
most discerning are by I.C. Biletzky 
in Hebrew, Shlomo Bickel in Yid- 
dish and Joseph Leftwich in English. 
However, the present study is the 
most comprehensive. It analyses in 
great detail each of Sutzkever's ma- 
jor poems and the more significant 
of his shorter lyrics, 

The lengthy introduction stresses 
the wider horizons and the stylistic 
innovations Sutzkever gave to Yid- 
dish poetry. For example, the Sibe- 
rian landscape and Siberian natives 
portrayed in the earliest pocms had 
not previously found lyrical express- 
ion in Yiddish save in the work of H. 
Leivick. But Leivick saw Siberia 
from its jails and as a fugitive, while 
Sutzkever saw it from the enrap- 
tured perspective of a carefree boy- 
hood.

Sutzkever was brought to Siberia 
as an infant from Smargon in White 
Russia when his parents fled before 
the German invaders during the 
First World War. The Siberia he 
describes in 1936 in stanzas illus- 
trated by Marc Chagall and later 
translated into Hebrew by S. Shalom 
is a romantic recreation of his child- 
hood impressions: a wonderland of 
ice and snow, tingling horse-drawn 
sieighs, forests inhabited by fox and 
wolf, Kirghiz playmates along the 
Irtish River, Tartar melodies and 
dances dispelling melancholy 
moods, 

This joyous reaction to nature and 
to man accompanied Sutzkever dur- 
ing his maturing years in Vilna. In 
the poems “Blond Beginnings" and 
“Forest Tones," completed on the 
eve of the Second World War, he 
emerges as the tenderest stylist and 
most lighthearted singer of the 
Young Vilna movement discovering 
all seven heavens on earth and mir- 
toring in his verses (heir reflection in 
natural phenomena. He continued 
to sing blithely even after the out- 
break of war in 1939, when dreadful 
foreboding swept the Jewish com- 
munities of Poland and Lithuania. 

His dream-drenched optimism,

however, came to a sudden end in 
1941, when German troops entered 
Vilna. The blissful tone ltades from 
his lyrics und yields to a resigned 
acceptance of fate. In a mood of 
helplessness, he wrote: “The first 
night in the ghetto is the first night in 
the grave; afterwards one gets accus- 
tomed.” But his depression did not 
last long. He noticed that αὶ little 
worm, cut in two by his shovel, did 
Not give up the fight for fife. He will 
not be less than a worm. He will fight 
on for survival. His song is to give 
hope and comfort to his trapped 
people. : 


WOLPE regards 1943 and 1944 as 
Sutzkever's most difficult but also 
most creative years. ΠῚ was then that 
his verses called for struggle againt 
the Nazi foe despite overwhelming 
odds. The poet hailed the young 
people who escaped to the forests as 
reborn Maccabeans: soon he himself 
succeeded in escaping to the heroic 
partisans. Facing danger ‘daily, he 
continued to compose lyrics about 
the men and women around him who 
suffered, fought and died, but not in 
vain, His poems bring the hour of 
liberation nearer. 

The war ended, but the poet could 
not free himself from the tragic vi- 
sions of the ghetto and the decima- 
tion of his people. 

He transmuted these visions into 
memorable epics. In Secret City, he 
portrays a sewer refuge in which 10 
survivors remain while the ghetto 
city above them is cleared of Jews. 
Wolpe feels that if this epic were 
filmed, it would immortalize the 
hunger, agony, nobility, holiness 
and bizarre loveliness of a martyred 
people for warld audiences and later 
generations, 

In the immediate post-war years, 
Sutzkever wandered across aor 
from Moscow and Warsaw to Berlin 
and Paris. In 1947, he arrived in Tel 
Aviv. In the poems of the first five 
years in his new homeland, collected 
under the title Chariot of Fire, he 
sings of the rebirth of his peopie, its 


salvation after the ordeal by fire. 
Israel became his central theme, 
even though he constantly harked 
back to his earlier experiences. 

He accompanied Yitzhak Sudeh 
asa military correspondent during 
the War of Independence, and was 
the first Yiddish poet to discover the 
wild beauty of the Negev in his Songs 
of the Negev. He was with the Israeli 
troops in their incursion into the 
Sinai in 1956, and painted its desert 
panorama in colourful verbal images 
and innovative rhythms. He prayed 
for peace to come soon, for hatred to 
blow away from the, Mountain of 
Moses, for the reddened sand ta turn 
green, for God to enter again into a 
convenant with His people. Haifa, 
Safed, Tiberias, Eilat and- above all 
- Jerusalem stir his emotions and 
inspire him to lyric expression. 


WOLPE DEVOTES the second half 
of his study to Sutzkever's last two 
decades when, as editor of the in- 
fluential Yiddish monthly Di Gol- 
dene Keyt, he attracted the best 
Yiddish writers from all continents. 
Wolpe stresses the poet's rising dur- 
ing these two decades beyond devo- 
tlon to contemporary events and 
ephemeral conflicts to a contempia- 
tion of eteraal problems — problems 
that are unlikely to be solved short of 
eternity, but with which prophets 
and poets have wrestled down the 
centuries and illuminated in soul- 
Stirring prophecies and visionary 
literary masterpieces. 

Wolpe shows Sutzkever as stil! 
seeking God, still reacting to the 
changing seasons, still enraptured by 
nature — from the growth of a hum- 
ble blade of grass on a bit of earth to 
the magnificent march of pillars of 
clouds in the heavens. 

Sutzkever embodied cosmic phe- 
nomena in Yiddish idioms, He reno- 
vated Yiddish vocabulary and puri- 
fied it of foreign excrescences. He 
brought innovation to the traditional 
Yiddish verse structures. He is, 
according to Wolpe, a Yiddish poet 
of Nobel Prize calibre. ο. a 
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THERE ARE BASIC philosophical 
questions which need to be asked 
about any psychotherapy: How is 
change possible?

Frankenstein takes issue on the, 
matter of intentionality: the non-ego 
cannot be spoken of as if it had 
purpose. Yet the intentionality of 
the ego, man’s ability to change 
himself, is not sufficiently. appreci- 
ated. ΤῊΝ 
As for dreams, Frankenstein dis- 
agrees that their sole function is to 
preserve sleep through wish- 
fulfilment. He lists eight dream func- 
tions, which include making the 
dreamer aware of apects of himself 
and of changes occurting in himself, 
as well as telepathic dreams. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT con- 
cept, to this reviewer, in Franken- 


stein's philosophy is the concept of 
ambiguity. Ambiguity means the 
dual, or multiple meaning of traits 
and choices, or “the coexistence of 
two opposite life-forces." Franken- 
stein compares it to the “com- 
plementarity” of modesn physics. 
Ambiguity in personality theory re- 
quires “ambiguity” in the therapist. 
which means openness: “Only 
through constant confrontation of 
‘his' theary and practice with diffe- 
rent and even opposite views has a 
therapist the right to apply his 
methods.” This is surely akin to a 
willingness to test one’s theory by 
falsification, which, according to 
Karl Popper, characterizes the scien- 
tists. : 
Frankenstein inquires into the na- 
ture of genuineness. Interestingly it 
is related to ambiguity. A genuine 
quality coexists with its opposite. 
“Courage, for instance, is genuine 
only in combination with doubt and 
despair, whereas ‘it becomes false 
when it is characterized by self- 
inflation, aggressiveness and reality 
distortion. Goodness is false when it 
ig not accompanied by objective eva- 
luation of the needs of the other, 
including readiness to ‘suspend it- 
self’ should it prove to be de- 
trimental to the object,” explains the 
author. "Successful therapy in- 
creases the chances of genuineness. 
bul does not necessarily produce it. 
He speaks of change itself as being 
ambiguous: No change is final; 
change is infinite. This appears to be 


just produce change, but the ability 
to change. St is satisfying to find that 
valid ideas are arrived at by different 
thinkers in different ways. Ambigui- 
ty can be seen as a bipolarity of 
needs, and this is surely universal, 
not merely sometimes present. We 
need intimacy as wel) as distance, 
tension no less than repose, and so 
on. 

The application of the author's 
philosophy is illustrated by some 
very moving accounts of actual ther- 
apies. These show the therapist’s.as 
well as the patient's creativity in 
dreaming and using dreams. Frank- 
enstein explains that changes occur 
constantly; it is the function of ther- 
apy to bring them to awareness an 
make them effective. : 

Why do some patients’ anxiety 
and doubt driye them to reject ther- 
apy rather than seek it? One reason 
is seeing one's neurosis as proof of 
uniqueness. But therapy ought to 
bring out individuality, not negate it. 

Frankenstein sees the psychother- 
apist not as a blank scyeen, but as 
‘having “to accompany the patienton 
his peregrinations through the fields 
and forests, over oceans and moun- 
tains of symbols emerging from the 
depths of his soul, and presenting to 
him the possibility of a fuller, more 
integrated future.” This image is 
reminiscent of R.D. Laing’s concep- 
tion of the therapist guiding the 
patient on an “inner journey." 


THE AUTHOR'S asking us to 
accept the ambiguity of being both 


determined and free is somewhat 
troubling. Surely freedom of will is 
whole or nothing at all? Untess we 
act as if we are wholly free, there is 
no end to alibis on the one hand, 
hopelessness on the other. We re- 
semble Kafka’s prisoner who did not 
try the door because he was certain it 
was locked. ‘, 

And why accept the universality, 
in young girls, of phantasies of hav- 
ing been seduced by the father? We 
now know that father-daughter in- 
cest is more common than was 
thought, with immense difficulties 
about disclosure, Some such phanta- 
sies are realities. 

Frankenstein explains the similar- 
ities and differences of his structural 
conception to the analytical and the 
existential. He is dissatisfied with 
Ludwig Binswanger and Medard 
Boss, whose anxicty is universally 
caused by fear of non-being; there is 
insufficient consideration of indi- 
vidual difference. But what about 
Erving Yalom’s existentialism, with 
its commonsense conception of both 
universal and individual anxiety and 
the stress on taking responsibility? 
‘What about R,D. Laing’s concept of 


- the anxiety of the person insecure in 


this identity? But then, [ do not 
believe Frankenstein could identify 
with any theory -- for his theory is 
against too much theory. We need 
enough to make sense of things, 
while being open to the uniquencss 
of the individual. Perhaps this, too, 
is a kind of ambiguity. 
This is a treatment philosophy 
which respects the individual and his 
“humanity and enhances his creativ- 
ity. 5 
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SAADIA GAON, known to the 
Atabs as Sa‘dibn Yusuf al-Fayyurni, 
was born in Egypt in 802 -- or, 
according to new evidence, in ΕΝ - 
but lived! and worked in Iray from: his 
early twenties, and died there in 942. 
Considered the first Hebrew 
grammiarian and lexicographer, as 
well as a theologian and Rhilosopher 
of the first order, Saadia’s works 
include an Arabic transhition of the 
five books of the Tora and a number 
of books from the Prophets and the 
Writings, to alt of which he pave the 
title Kitab al-Tafsir (Book of Inter- 
pretation). In Ofzar ha-Lashor he- 
hwit be-Tajsir Rav Saadia Gaon, 
Yehuda Ratzabi collects and classi- 
fies the main Arabic words and 
terms used in the Tafsir, gives their 
meanings and the Hebrew from 
which they were rendered, und 
traces the uses of these words in 
various older texts. 

In his Introduction, he enumer- 
ates some of the advantages of this 
procedure. For instance, it helps in 
spotting instances where the various 
editors and printers of the work had 
made errors. Again, it helps to 
establish the chronological evolution 
of the meunings of these terms and 
words, and assists the scholar to 
gauge the extent to which the lan- 
guage used in the translation is close 
to classical Arabic. Last but not 
least, such a study helps determine 
the nature of the Arabic spoken by 
the Jews of the Moslem empire, for 
— benefit the Tafsir was under- 
taken. 


NEARLY 50 of the 276 pages of 
texts in Professor Joshua Blau's 
dudeo-Arabic Literature are allotted 
τὸ Saadia’s works, including gener- 
ous excerpts from his translation of 
the book of Genesis. Originally pub- 
lished in 1980, this sccond edition 
incorporates some corrections and 
additions but otherwise is identical 
with the first. Copiously annotated, 
and with, short introductions to the 
selections from each of the authors 
whose works are quoted, the volume 
includes excerpts from the works of 
the leading Judeo-Arabic writers, 
from a period close to five centuries: 
Abu Yusuf Ya‘qub al-Qirgisani, Al- 
Fasi, Yefet ben ‘Ali (Abul Hasan 
*Ali), Yehuda ibn Qureish, Yon ibn 
Sinah (Abul al-Walid Marwan), Abu 
Ibrahim fshaq (Ibn Barun), Bahya 
ibn Paquda, Musa ibn Maimun 
(Maimonides) and others. 

Blau points out in a short Intro- 
duction that he paid special attention 
in this selection to variant readings. 
He collected all the deviations from 
the main nianuscripts in a special 
apparatus, in preference to repro- 
duction of a particular text. ‘The 
reproduction of one text,” he ex- 
plains, “‘is not always practical for 
Judeo-Arabic, since sometimes the 
text transmission is so deficient that 
no ee reflects an easily 
understandable text." 


VOLUME ONE of the works of the 
late Nehemia Allony consists of 
more than twenty papers, studies 
and texts all pertaining to Saadia's 
works. Unlike the two works re- 
viewed above, however, these pap- 
ers touch on almost all the various 
branches of grammar, philology, 
-lexicography, translation, and ling- 
ulstic polemics in which Saadia en- 
τ gaged. Reprinted from such Hebrew 
periodicals as Tarbitz, Qiryat Sefer, 
Sinai, Belt Migra, Leshoneine and 
various collections and festschrifts, 
the volume should greatly help the 
new generation of students and re- 
searchers in Saadia's work, and in 
medieval Jewish life and thought 
generally. itis a pity that the editors

JUDEO-ARABIC can be said to 
have originated in Iraq, which at the 
time of the great Moslem conquests 
in the middle of the seventh century 
was still by far the largest centre of 
Jewish life and learning. Jacob Man- 
sour, author of the three volumes of 
The Judeo-Arabic Dialect of Bagh- 
dad «© far published, states in his 
fntroduciion to the first volume that 
three different Arabic dialects were 
used in Baghdad and its environs. 
They were Moslem, Christian and 
Jewish. The dialect used by the Jews, 
however, survives in two forms: 
written and spoken. The subject of 
Mansour's studies is the spoken Ara- 
bie of the Jews of Baghdad. Their 
written literature differs so widely 
from the spoken language that it 
Tequires separate treatment. 

e study of the Baghdadi Jewish 
Judeo-Arabic is essential because, 
along with other Jewish dialecis, it is 
fast dying out. The purpose of these 
studies, Mansour writes, is to serve 
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“us ἢ corpus for any lesearcher who 
wishes to study the vo ary. Ha 
phology, cullocutions and synthetic 
structiues of the dialect.” The texts 
compiled in Volume ΠῚ. however, 
can alsu serve the historian, the 
sociologist and the cultural anthro- 
pologist, as they are rich in folklore, 
folk tales und) material ΟἹ similar 
interest. Alb the texts given ia this 
volume -- with ane exception — are 
transelibed from recordings mile in 
the 1970s, and comprise only a part 
of the Gotal material recorded by the 
author. 

Volume ΠῚ of the work contains 
the first part of a comprehensive 
divtionary of Baghdadi Jewish Ara- 
hic. The work covers the first seven 
letters of the alphabel. It is not 
intended as “a completely compre- 
hensive dictionary” of that dialect; 
indeed, such a dictionary, at_ this 
stage, is not possible, for “unlike a 
dicticmary based on a wrillen corpus, 
{it} cannot from the outset be ex- 
pected ty contain the total voeubul- 
ary of the dialect." Another merit of 
the work is that it includes, apart 
from individual words, many com- 
mon expressions, idioms and popu- 
lar sayings.

OF RELATED, if somewhat re- 
mote, interest is Abraham Ben- 
Yaacob's latest volume in an awe- 
inspiring series designed tu present 
the reader with the various aspects of 
the Iraqi Jewish heritage, that is, 
history, culture, religious thought, 
literature and language. 

Apart from the dictionary proper, 
which naturally takes up most of the 
book, and sets out the many Hebrew 
and Aramaic words and expressions 
used by the Jews of Iraq in their 
written as well as spoken versions of 
Judeo-Arabic, Ben-Yaacob also 
provides a general introduction, a 
comprehensive list of the Hebrew 
personal names used by the Jews of 
Iraq, and another list of the proper 
nouns in Hebrew.

IN The Poetics of the Sephardi Piyut 
According to the Liturgical Poetry of 
Yehuda Halevi, Dr. Ephraim Hazan 
very seldom discusses Judeo-Arabic. 
His book contains only tiniest hints 
about the impact of Arabic poetics 
and of the Arabic culture‘and ruli- 
gious literatue of Moslem Spain on 
the works of Yehuda Halevi and 
fellow poets and versifiers of his time.

German to inform the world about 
the fate of the Jews jn Hitler's 


Europe. His truc and fascinating

tov. In April, 194) he reported that 
Germany was preparing to attack 
Russia. In January, 1942 Schulte 
Teported that, although Hitler would 
have preferred to occupy Moscow, 
the symbolic heart of Russia, their 
lack of oil would force the Germans 
to launch a new and major offenstve 
on the southern front only. This 
information helped the Red Army 
to plan accordingly. Schulte also pro- 
vided information on the much- 
feared German rocket progranime. 


THE AUTHORS of this study do 
not explain why Schulte passed on 
his information about the Final Solu- 
tion to Jewish contacts, instead of 
through his usual channels. Perhaps 
he felt that these contacts would 
make better use of his information, 
or he may have passed it on to both 
Allied sources and Jewish ones.

He was an impulsive 
and honest man who acted according 
to his beliefs. A captain of the Ger- 
man mining industry, he was well 
informed about politics and the eco- 
nomy. He met generals and diplo- 
mats, visited government ministries 
in Berlin, had well-placed friends 
and acquaintances everywhere. 
Giesche's mining activities were of 
the utmost importance for the Ger- 
man war industry and Schulte’s fre- 
ent business visits to Switzerland 
assisted him with his Allied contacts. 
No one in Germany would even 
t that a man of his position and 
upl inging could become an oppo- 
nent of the regime. 

Schulte came from an old West- 

alian Protestant family. He was 

τῇ and educated in Duesseldorf, 
pie an excellent pupil. In his 
youth, he suffered « partial disable- 
ment in helping a number of workers 
push a heavily loaded railway car. 
He sti , his left leg was crushed, 
and his foot had to be amputated. In 
spite of the social stigma attached to 
cripples, Schulte learned to over- 
come his disability. The accident did 
hot affect his willingness to help 
others. 

He was an extremely practical 
man who made his career in bank- 
ing, and understood the stock mar- 
ket. Schulte graduated in law from 
the University of Erlangen, and in 
1920 settled in Breslau, when he 
became the comparatively young 
manager of Giesche, one of Ger- 
tiany’s oldest, largest and most con- 
servative corporations. Elis gifted 
wife Clara was a teacher and writer, 
and his two sons were army officers.

ler stayed at a private villa in a 
forest neur Katqwitz. He was the 
guest of honour of Bracht, the Nazi 
gauleiter and the pel chief of Up- 
per Silesia, but the villa belonged to 
Giesche. Somehow the secret leaked 
out, and within the next ten days 
Schulte was on his way to Switzer- 
land.

as such is threatened. This is why the 
Christian world, for the most part, 
has been unable to face up to the 
reality of the Holocaust. 


HE SEES the State of Israel as a 
potential resource to redeem the 
Christian world from its forlornness. 
The State is a historical witness that 
God continues to accept human 
beings quite apart from the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus, and the Christian re- 
sponse should be wholehearted sup- 
ort. israel acts to make Christian 
faith whole by healing the history 
that has profaned the resurrection 
into a weapon of victimization. Un- 
fortunately, much of the Christian 
reaction has been otherwise, and 
Eckardt regards its ambivalence’ 
over Zionism as parallel to its histor- 
jeal ambivalence towards Judaism 
and Jewishness. The refusal or in- 
ability of some Christians-to accept 
the State of Israel is a 20th century 
variation upon the traditional 
Christian denial of Jewish rights and 
integrity. 


A RATHER startling aspect of Eck- 
ardt's book is his assertion that the 
hope of a Jewish-Christian dialogue 
is contingent upon its transformation

Sagalowitz in- 
formed Gerhardt Riegner, the Swiss 
representative of the World Jewish 
Congress, whu eventually succeeded 
insending a telegram tohis superior, 
Rabbi Stephen Wise, through the 
American Legation in Berne, and to 
Sidney Silverman in London. 

It took the State Department 
thiee-and-a-half months to decide to 
pass on the telegram to Wise. Pre- 
‘cious time wus lost in bureaucratic 
wrangling, though in the meanwhile 
new evidence of Nazi crimes 
accunmilated {rom different sources. 
Wise look his information to 
Roosevelt, who was, however, ἃ 
very busy man. Rousevell's agenda 
during the autunin of 1942 estab- 
lishes that every minute of his time 
was devoted to issues of high policy. 
Anyhow, he had decided early on 
that the best way to end the sufferin, 
was to bring the war to a successful 
conclusion. 

Winston Churchill interested him- 
self in the extermination program- 
me, and his Cabinet published a text 
that established Hitler's intention to 
exterminate the Jewish people, con- 
demned it, and promised punish- 
ment for those responsible. Even- 
tually, 11 Allied nations issued a 
joint declaration on Jewish, geno- 


dialogue has been largely patriarchal 
and androcentric, and the women’s 
movement may have as much siguiti- 
cance for Jewish-Christian relations 
as the Holocaust and the State of 
‘Israel (!) He explains how the radic- 
al women's revolution could become 
a resource for vanquishing historial 
Christian derogation of things Jew- 
ish, although unfortunately it is con- 
fronted by sexist Judaism. 


Now, while recognizing the role of 
feminism in dialogue, it seems some- 
what eccentric to place it in juxta- 
position as an equal to Judaism and 
Christianity.

SCHULTE'S TRUE identity re- 
mained a well-kept secret. Jewish 
contacts referred to him as an impor- 
tant German industrialist. However, 
an employee of his discovered it, and 
he was forced to escape to Switzer- 
land in 1943, In enforced exile, 
Schulte planned 4 betler post-war 
Germany. Allied gratitude for his 
services was of short duration. He 
lacked political backing in Germany. 
and was denied a major role in 
rebuilding his country by the U.S. 
Army of Occupation. Schulte re- 
turned to Switzerland where, follow- 
ing the death of his wife, he married 
an old Jewish friend, Doris. He died 
in Zurich in January 1966. 

In December, 1970, his only sur- 
viving son, Ruprecht, and his widow 
Doris, applied for certain benefits 
due to them in keeping with the law 
concerning heirs of a person who had 
suffered losses in eastern territories. 
The court rejected their claim, and 
ruled that, in passing on information 
tu the Allies, Schulte had commit- 
ted a crime "punishable according to 
the law of every country.” Yet Goer- 
ing's und Heydrich's wives managed 
τὸ secure their pensions, as did for- 
mer Gestapo officials if they had a 
“clean” enough record. e new 
Germany failed to recognize the 
monstrousness of Nazism, and the 
heroism of those who fought the 
barbarians. 


WALTER LAQUEUR, uw disting- 
uished historian and the chairman of 
the research council of the Centre 
for Strategic und International stu- 
dies at Gcorgetown University, and 
Richard Breitran, Professor of His- 
tory at American University in 
Washington, have wrilten an illumi- 
nating study of Schulte and his 
epoch. He does not scem sa much a 
hero as adecent and concerned man, 
who fought in his own manner the 
folly of his environment. Breaking 
the Silence is a story about real 
eople, whose strugyle has a distinct 
earing on the world we inhabit 
now. If Schulte were alive today, he 
would certainly reject our gratitude. 
τ “J did what 1 had to do,” he would 
have said. ‘We are all he fi be 
savage in some cause,” William 
James observed. “The difference be- 
tween a good man and a bad one is 
the choice of the cnuse." Eduard 
Schulte was a good man, and we are 
still fighting forhiscausetoday.

points out that often lines should be 
Urawn not between “Jews” and 
“Christians’' but between conservi- 
tives and liberals.

They are 
doubtless well aware of the difficul- 
ty, in fact the impossibility, of find- 
ing a Jewish consensus on such mat- 
ters but they are uncomfortable that 
the dialogue, as it has developed 
over the past 30-40 years, is very

_ Now, Dylan's appearance has be- 
come a reality. Two concerts have 
been scheduled for Bob Dylan and 
Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers.

salem. 

Robert Alan Zimmerman was 
bornin 1941 to amiddle-class Jewish 
family in Mirinesota. He learned to 
play the guitar in his youth, and 

in several school bands. In 
1959, he enrolled at Minneapolis 
“university, by which time he had 
changed his name to Dylan, inspired 
bis Welsh poet Dylan Thomas. 

‘opay his tuition fees, Dylan would 
play his guitar at cafes in the area. It 
was at this time, he began to take 
interest in the famous American sin- 
get Woody Guthrie. 

Longing to meet Woody Guthrie, 
Dylan eft university in 1961, and 
moved to New York. Not only did 
Dylan fulfil his wish, but he also 


became acquainted with various 
New York poets. He began perform- 
ing in clubs in Greenwich Village, 
and created a following for himself, 
also attracting the attention of John 
Hammond of CBS Records. CBS 
signed Dylan to a recording con- 
tract, producing his first album for a 
mere $420. 

Following his first two albums, 
Dylan became well-known all over 
the U.S. With such classic songs as 
“A Hard Rain’s Gonna Fall" and 
“The Times they are a Changin’,” 
Dylan became one of America’s 
most prominent folk singers. 

For the past year or so Bob Dylan 
has been touring with Tom Petty and 
the Heartbreakers. This collabora- 
tion began when Dylan and Petty 
played together in the Farm Aid 
charity concert. Their combined 
concert here will include both old 
songs and new. 

Israel will be the first country on 
the tour, and will be followed by an 
extensive. tour of Europe. Tickets 
should be available for both concerts 
from the beginning of May, and will 
cost $15.

PRECIOUS, poetry-tuned theatre 
has little pull on audiences in our 
materialistic times. Less, perhaps, in 
Istael than anywhere. More's the 
pity, since ours is a ‘society that 
stands to benefit more than most 
from the rare, esoteric and exotic in 
dramatic genres. All the more credit 
to the Khan then, for offering a roof 
to Rina Baruch's first fully-staged 
attempt at the avant garde. Especial- 
ly since her version of Leshonot 
(Sam Sheppard), was, in the opinion 
of many, the best-achieved work in 
the 1985 Acre Festival. Loaded with 
vision and fantasy, it offered an 
intellectual concept in a convention- 
killing treatment that fitted the 
frame of “alternative theatre” more 
than most. 

In the light of that achievement, 
these (wo One-acters, both by cele- 
brated Irish playwrights, leave much 
to be desired. For here the mystique 
and poetry of two great writers were 
downplayed in favour of a directoral 
display of stage techniques, which, if 
poetic and precious in their way, 
were so at the expense of clarity and 
meaning. 


SYNGE'S Riders to the Sea, his most 
powerful play, evokes the atmos- 
phere of the rugged, stormswept 
Aran Islands, the malignity of the 
sea that surrounds them and the

unavailing struggle of their seamen 
and fisherfolk against it. 

A mother and her daughters are 
lamenting the joss of Michael, the 
latest of five sons, to be drowned, 
like their father.

AT THE BAT-DOR Theatre in Tel 
Aviv (March 28) the Kibbutz Dance 
Comany gave the premiere perform- 
ance of Fireplace by the Swedish 
choreographer Mats Ek. ilumour 
and homeliness, love and war were 
all encompassed in run-on sections 
depicting circumstances, both funny 
and fierce, in family life. 

All this was done with conciseness 
of detail yet with an expansiveness of 
movement that required few props. 
There was indeed a symbolic fire-- 
place and when the family — father, 
mother, son, duughter — gathered 
around, it lit up to emphasize their 
closeness. Yet there were moments 
before, when the son tore off the 
father’s tie and kicked out in protest 
and defiance. The daughter too 
showed independent spirit -- at one 
time dropped, us if neglected, by the 
others. The mother's role was no less 
eloquent. 

This scene was actually the hest, 
though there was more dramatic 
urgency in the movements of four 
dark-clothed men who conveyed the 
impression of a whole army on a 
battlefield. 

ἘΚ has a gift for suggesting large 
ideas with small means. A figure 
emerging from a heap of cloth was 
clearly an emblem of hope. Nor was 
any explanation needed when she 
telapsed into the cloth and men ran 
about in the semi-darkness, 
searching. : 

Perhaps this last episode was too 
literary to be really good dance. Yet 
the figure in pink who appeared solo 
while the family at‘ the fireplace: 
stripped off their clothes and danced 


off naked in a tight circle, was not 
only clever distraction but the es- 
sence of the dance. 

Her movements were not 
romantic.

Fireplace is not abstract dance, but 
reality fashioned by imagination, not 
by dance formulas.

The music of Phillip 
Glass was appropriate to stressing 
humdrum domestic routine and that 
of Dietrich Bausznern in creating the 
sounds of war. Also on the program- 
me were repeat performances of 
Rami Be'cr's Los Atados (looking 
more disjointed than on other occa- 
sions) and Ek’s Down North.

“We are two 
completely different personalities,” 
notes Ginat. “Pe'er came into peo- 
ple’s living rooms every week with a 
jovial expression on his face und a 
jecular manner of delivery. I'm 
much heavier, and [ look tougher. I 
couldn't keep it on alight note.”

member of the tiny community

and put on the yellow star. 


His parents died a natural death 
not long after. Rosenthal, after the 
outbreak of war, was sent at 16 toa 


forced labour camp. He dug graves - 


for dead soldiers and SS men. “I was 
the only Jew" he said later, “who 
could put Nazis under the ground.” 


__ Rosenthal's younger brother died 
in Auschwitz. Rosenthal survived 
because a woman in Berlin, a friend 
of the family, hid him. He spent two 


years in ἃ tiny space behind a parti- 
tion. 

Rosenthal liked to say that the 
help this and other women gave him 
allowed him “to feel German and to 
be without hatred for my fellow- 
citizens." Active in the Berlin Jewish 
community, Rosenthal would also 
display his popularity before visiting 
foreign Jews as proof that the bad 
days were over. “It must mean 
something," he argued, “that some- 


one like me is the favourite quiz 
master.” 


HERE was a German Jew who had 
suffered and yet bore no grudge. Isit 
too much to suppose that every time 
he appeared on television he sent a 


subliminal message of forgiveness 
and reconciliation? 

But as the news magazine Der 
Spiegel pointed out, Rosenthal 


achieved his position by making him- © 


self completely inoffensive. He was 
little Hans, the nation's immensely 
likeable child. He understood, 
Spiegel commented somewhat sour- 
ly, that he had to be grey to last. 
Even his amiability, according to 
Spiegel, was neutral - “a cordiality 
close to the freezing point.” He was 
like an American, the magazine 
went on, who when he smiles and 


asks. ‘How are you?” would be. 
“frightened to death if someone : 


tried just for a second to give a 
proper answer." .

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Rosenthal's relationship with 
Germany was obviously more com- 
plicated than the show-biz sen- 
timemtality of his funeral suggested. 
This correspondent only saw record- 
ings of interviews with him that were 
shown after his death.

His 
eyes almost never stopped moving. 
He did not give any of those deeply 
insincere and long-held gazes either 
into the camera or the face of his 
interviewer. 

Rosenthal managed to overcome 
the tragedy of his own people.with- 
out bitterness..But one wonders if he 
did not have to work just as hard to 
present such an engagingly inoffeo- 
sive personality that the public could 
love him without troublesome 
second thoughts. a

ships found some haven here from 
the fickle winds and treacherous cur- 
rents of the Mediterranean, scubn- 
diving archeologists have neverthe- 
less found the lagoon floor littered 
with the rotted relics of ancient 
marine disasters and have filled the 
nearby museum with anchors, jars of 
stores, troves of coins, and the per- 
sonal paraphernalia of long-dead 
voyagers. 

Apart from its maritime advan- 
tages, Dor had another attraction for 
those who coveted and colonized it. 
Piles of cracked “murex" sea-shells 
found on the site ure evidence of the 
thriving dye industry in antiquity, 
extracting the “Tyrian purple" so 
prized in the contemporary 
Mediterranean world. 

The Egyptians controlled Dor, as 
they did all of Canaan, in the mid- 
second millennium BCE, but by the 
12th century their power had waned, 
and Dor was firmly in the hands of 
the Sekel (or Tjeker), one of the 
“sen peoples” akin to the Philis- 
tines. Egyptian records tell of the 
priest Wen-Amon who docked ut 
Dor en route ta Byblos to buy tim- 
ber. While in port, one of his own 
crew made off with the royal funds. 
Wen-Amon's demand for com- 
pensation from the Sekel ruler (since 
the theft had taken place in his port) 
was rejected out of hand, upon

which the priest stole the appropri- 
ate amount in Sckel silver and took 
off for Byblos, with # sizeable and 
irate Sekcl fleet in hot pursuit. 


ISRAEL'S HISTORY has always 
been murked by tension between 
East and West. ‘The “sea peoples,” 
the Phoenicians, Greeks, Romins, 
Byzantines and Crusaders who came 
sailing in over the western horizon, 
regarded the sea as a highway of 
communication and developed the 
coastal towns. The “easterners™ — 
the Israelites, the Arahs, Saladin, 
and the Mamluk Baybars - who 
came out of the desert felt most 
comfortable in their highland strong- 
holds und looked on the coast as αὶ 
hostile frontier. The Moslem invid- 
ers systematically laid waste the 
coastal towns - Dor included - to 
muke that frontier more daunting 
still, 

The ancient mound js stil) being 
actively excavated, and the remains 
thus far exposed are confusing to the 
untrained eye; but against the buck- 
drop of the Carmet coast's scenic 
beauty, the impressive masonry 
edging out from under a blanket of 
spring-green thistles and crinison 
wild flowers easily recalls Dor's 
bygone glory. 


NAPOLEON Bonaparte is a name 
nol everyone asociates with Israel. 
Several (owns have preserved 
memories of Napoleon's “eastern 
campaign,'’ some true, some 
perhaps apocryphal. At Stella Maris 
in Haifa, a small obelisk remembers 
the French soldiers who died there. 
The monks of St. Peter's in Jaffa 
indicate a medieval room where 
Napoleon is said to have stayed. 
Acre has its “Tel Napoleon.” and 
Ramte has its traditions, too. But at 
Dor the direct evidence is tangible. 
In May 1799, Bonaparte’s dreams 
of a world empire crumbled on the 
unconquered walls of Acre. His 
army — bleeding, ill and demoralized 
- staggered south to “Dora.” The 
expected rendezvous with the 
French fleet never materialized, 
however, and the retreat continued 
by land. -Forced to abandon’ his

heavy equipment in order to facili- 
tale the retreat, Napoleon dumped 
his cannons inte the lagvon. Wachs- 
min and Raveh, the “scuba 
archeologists” responsible for the 
site, found two of them in the shift- 
ing sands of the sea-bed. Napoleon 
might almost have taken the equip- 
ment and left his dying men behind: 
with machiavellian cynicism he had 
many of the soldiers poisoned a short 
while later to “facilitate” his retreat 
even more. 


TANTURA, the Arabs called the 
fittle village and its harbour, dhe 
latter-day heir of the once-greal city 
of Dor. The quality of the sand 
seemed good, and in 1892 Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild built a glass 
factory to serve the needs of the 
winery at Zichson Yu'acoy ἃ short 
distance away.

Dizengoff, who years later would 
become Tel Aviv's first mayor, sel 
up a small chemistry Jaboratory at 
the factory. Its mysterious equip- 
ment and workings convinced the 
local Arabs that it was nothing less 
than a dispensary, and that Dizen- 
goff himself was a doctor of renown. 
His fortunate diagnosis and cure ino 
couple of cases - an employee suffer- 
ing from malaria, and a sheikh’s 
daughter from diphtheria — did no- 
thing to dispel that conviction. It was 
only with the greatest difficulty that 
Dizengoff was able ta decline mar 
riage to the daughter of the grateful 
sheikh!

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WHEN A shepherd in Israel cries 
“wolf,” he, not like the legendary 
shepherd, is probably speaking liter- 
ally. Wolves are one of the two 
predominant canines in Israel. The 
other species is the golden jackal. 

Twenty yeurs ugo, wolves were 
pretty rare in this country while 
jackals were plentiful. You could 
heur packs of them howling even in 
the towns und settlements of the 
coastal plain and the suburbs of 
Jerusalem.
